And in thys foreſight of our ſaſtie / the cheeſ 
tyng to be conſiderid / and taten heed of in the Spaniſhe kynge 
andhys freends / is ther fayer promeſſis / ſugerid talk / and 
colond freendſhyp. Yfye ſuffer words / to bewitche your ears / 
then not your ſkyns alone / but alſo your hartes ſhal ſmart ther⸗ 
fac/ all your childern / and childers childern heraſter / ſhall 
cure the time that euer ther fathers begat them. Thefore 
wyenthe Spaniards ſchall tempt yow wich ther promeßis / 
ſiop not one eare alone but both. Gyue noe care to any cons 
dri / When the ſerpẽt hath once entrid with his hed / he will ſo⸗ 
eu convey in / the reſt of hys body.

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The kongdom of Nayles is large and wyde ſyeng in the 
arteef ait parte of Italy And had in it ten Princes nyẽ chef off icers. 
ſonch a peonteen Dueks / onc and twenty Marqneſis / chre and thurtie 
hangen Earſes befides other barons and lords whoſe certayne nomber 
o that nal an not well be gotten, This kingdom cam in to the hands of 
thhis ap} che Spanvards by a pretenſid titell of mariage Longe time it 
artetole was defended from the E mperour by Frances the french kynge 
r welds thys mans father During whiche tyme/the peple retayucd 
ididitisxn} ther accuſtomed francheſis and liberties/ And Naples / for the 
wits fk] bewtie of the cuntrey/and plenti of al thinge was callid the Pas 
yoni radiſe of Italy. And when the frenche iynge was taken priſ os 
nr at Pauia / one condition of his deliuery was that he ſhould 

10 longer aid wich hys poer che kyngdom of Naples. and ſo 
te kynge of Spayne challẽdging hys titel by mariadge took as 

dd hym the defenſe of the kyngds / and che begã hys practiſes as 
foloweth. At the furſt coming of the Spamards into the kougd 
on of Naples they flowed in ther promeſſes and offers of all ty 

nd offrenſhip/aſwell for defenſe of the cũtren tyugdom/ and pee 

i aſfor preſeruation of cher old freedom and liberties / with 
azrnfayncd loue in out ward apparance/ to ther ſtate and com⸗ 
mon welth , Suche was the conntenance of the Spanys 
ads ontil they / vnder this clooke of amitie and frenſhip / crepe 
ſom credit with the peple/ that the chef of them weer ſufferid to 

le ſettellid in certayn chef caſtells / fortreſſes and holds / about 
both the cite / and cuntrey: Abthis whyle the nobilitie and gen⸗ 
temen of Naples were in eſtimation and had the miniſtra- 
tion of iuſtice in ther own hands / and few or non of the chefeſt 
offices in the common welth were geuen away from them. So 
that al thoughe they receyuid the Ryng of S payne for ther 
Aung / yet was ther littel or nothinge miniſhed of ther welth / 
ſredom / iuſtice / and liberties For mayntenance wherof / and 
declaration alſo that the Spaniſhe kinge ment non otherwiſe 
chen he outwardly pretendid / he apoyntid che Prince of Sas + 
lema / ther oun cunt ren man / to be ther leauetenant. Wherwi 
pepel in the begynning / contentid 3 very well / and 
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were in muche peace and quietnes, But the kynge of Sy 
ne purpoſing in concluſion that miſery to the cuntrey which 
hath now brought to paſſe / began to ſeek them ſunwhat up 
gher;aud for compaſ ing of hys wicked intent / ſent thyder on 
Don Pictro a Spaniard / and oyned hym with the Prince 
of Salerna as fellow leautenand in commiſtion . Tes 
Spaniard purpoſinge ſpedvly to bringe the kongs former ſi⸗ 
ches to paſſe / diuiſid means how he might remoue the Pring 
from bearinge rule / and this thing he attemptid by pickyng bun 
rells dayly agavuſt the Prince / aſwell revſing falſe repons 
agayuſt hym amongſt the peple / as contrining wiked andy 
grew accuſations againſt hym to the kyng / to hys vtter diſcredi 
and extreme perell , Wherapon the Prince deſieroſe ofquic 
nes / withdrew hom ſelf into one of hys caſtells / leauuing ihn 
whole gouernment to this Spaniard Wherwith the tyng if 
Spayuc ſemed ſo well contentid / that he gaue not only reaty 
care to the Spanyards falſe reportes agaynſt the Prince/ wy 
thout ſcarching further the matter / but alſo incoradgid hymty 
goe forward in hys doings as he had begon / howbeit as i 
che commiſſion was not alterid / and ther for / though the Pry 
ce of Salerna did nothinge / yet remayned his author 
in the commiß ion ioyntly with the Spanyard. wher with t& 
Spanyard beinge altogether diſcontentid / ſought al mam 
pofible how to kyll the Prince. And in this mynd he deuſdd v 
accuſe the Prince of treaſon / wherunto the Prince refuſidut 
to offer his anuſwer. But as the Prince cam from his caſt 
towards hys ſayd anſwer to be made accordingly / The Sy 
niard apoyntid one to hide him ſelf priuily in the mountays 
by the wan with a gunn to kyll the Prince when he ſhoudpaſ 
but the fellow appoyntid to doe the murther / miſid the Pm 
ces body / and ſtrat hym only in the legge. Wherby the Pu 
ce perceauinge the preſent danger of death hanging euery wi 
ouer hys hed / fled co Venyce. Then the Spanyard aus 
the Princes caſtell / and tore hys wif priſoner / and wold# 
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fer nene to cum at her but hym ſelf aloue / and a teper 
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gpoyntid, Vnhappy is that honeſt woman that cometh to the 
ug ofa Spaniard, Ymmediatly he proclamed the Prince 
trartor . Aud when the Prince ſought redreſſe of theſe intolle⸗ 
rable injuries, at the ſpaniſhe kyngs hands he did not only leaue 
the offendars vnpuniſhed. But alſo diſcharged al che imborn ſubs 
iets ef the realme aſ wel gentelmen as other frem bearing any 
unde ef rule through out the whole Nyngdom / geuing the 
whole truſt and charge therof to the only Spanpards . Duder 
whem the gentelmen and other common peple at thys day lyuc 
in muche worſe condicion then doe the Chriſtians vnder the 
Turts as all meñ right well know / who haue trauaviid beth 
tens All theſe things the kyng of Spayn brought topaſſ wi⸗ 
ij in w. eres aſter his furſt entry into the ktyngdom of Naples 
aud feͤ that time hetherto / the S paniards haue been only lordes 
and manſters ouer all bydding and forbidding what the luſteth. 
Nomã ci kecpe hys own houſe whẽ it once lyketh the. Noe wrt 
tingsof lauds or tytell of inhaeritance cañ ſerue agaruſt ther fe⸗ 
full force and ſawles trrannie. The gentelmen of the cun⸗ 
ey be many of them put to death without any manor cf cauſe / 
ether tben for complayninge apon ther own miſery / amongeſt 
whom the Popes brother that now is was one and / the reſt of 
s ſtot was baniſhed . So that of the treuth of al theſe things 
the pope himſelf cañ be a witues. Suche as remayne vnbaniſ⸗ 
kd wer as they were wont to be moſt ſyne braue and gorgeo⸗ 
ſein all Italo they be now brought ſo law / with payng impor- 
uble Tares Tolles and paymentz that with the litel porcion re 
marninge of ther reuenew / they be ſcarſly hable to beare out the 
cruntenance of gentellmen. Aſter the Spaniards had thus ob⸗ 
eyned the orer hand / commandment was ſeut out by the kynge 
of S payne / that no Marchant / nor artificer ſhould keepe any 
unde of armor or weapon in hys houſe / no / nat ſo muche as a 
or a dagger. The gentellmen only be lycenſid for ther 
and targats / other kynd either of harnes or weapon they 
may keepe none. Other inconucnicnces wherwith the peple ther 
le ſondri ways greued be diuerſe / aſwell by dayly puneiſhments 
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fortnentes aud death without any kund of cauſe / as by ine 
table taxes / tributs aud loans / wherwith al men be taxed { 
uing the only Spanyards « Who be fre to ſay and ty 
what them luſt without chek / to bey aud ſell without tar am 
buts to rolle and ſpoyle without punieſyement. Yf al chere 
meuts that all the kyngs whiche reigned before in Naples war 
put together / they ar nat comparable to the extraordinary tars 
which the kyng of Spayne hath exact d of them. for euer fourt 
or fiſt vere then pay ſomtyme two hundreth chouſand pom, 
and ſmutyme foucr and ſomtyme a million of gold, beſids 
other ordinary payments / whiche be otherwiſe jv great and h 
te brought the peple to ſuche pouertie thai great nomlics 
them be forced to forſate ther cuntrey and fall / ſom to robbug 
and ſom to begginge. The rnrightnoſues ther vj id by the iy 
ef ſpayn and hys miniſters is vnſpcatable. All means poſſi 
that can be dimiſid to ſpovl the poer ſubiects of the realine oft 


geodes / lands / and lauful inherutance is ther practi):d, andy 
in crecutioñ. and amongeſt many other thys is one All me 
callid and ꝛequn id by what titell they hold cher lands / andd 
ſuche as haue nothinge preſcntly to ſyew be thrujx out than 
they be babeil to declare ther poſſeſſion of a C. or CC. p 
res continuance. Another of ther practiſes is to call all juk 
as bythem ſelues vr by ther auncetours haue borne auy inied 
office in the common welth/to account; and not withſtauduy 
they hane made ther account mani yers before aud receauidte 
quictus eſt / yet if auy kynd of favor ſhal appeare to be ſhend 
ells the quiettauce be loſt by reaſon oftyme / they be condemut 
to mate payment agayñ of euery penny: Cheſc two en 
niſhe practiſes alone were enoghe to deſtroy a Whole aum 
But beſids theſe / The Spaniſhe kynge hath his ſpecial 
of all things that is eaten / dronken / worn or vſid inte 
tren / yea for euern Chriſtening and mariadge he hach ſuns 
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Berauſe the Coyne of Naples is ſtrange to Engliſhe men 
therfor J haue ſet forth / as nighe as may be the crew 
ſterlinge valewe of ther ſoudry ſorts of coy- 
nes and hane declarid the S paniſhe 
tolles taxes and acciſes ac⸗ 
cordingly,

Yf God will not ſuffer treaſo to ſcape vnynniſhed / 
how can thoſe traytours think either them ſelues / or the contis 
munce of ther houſe ſuer / who be openly knowen to al the world 
y ther dayly doinges / to ſeck the diſtruction ofther cuntrey, 
Shal a man thynk ther day of pun ſhement far of / when cher he 
y of ſyn can grow no greater? 

Aud wheras the preachers of England / in theſe days 
abuſe the pulpets / to deceaue the peple with vanities / and lyes: 
and haue of late / amongeſt other vntreuthes attemptid to per⸗ 
ſuade/ the popes late bulle ( ſet forth in print for the excomuni⸗ 
cation cf all manor ſuche parſons / without exception as keepe 
any of the churche or abbey lands / is not ment for England: 
pray the good reader / to conſider / and way the matter ſub⸗ 
ſtantially / and thou ſhalt perceane that the reſtitution of the ab⸗ 
key lands of England is the chef or rather the only cauſe the» | 
rf. Whiche thing is eaſy to prone thus. The commandunent 
for reſtitution of abbey lauds/cometh not forth for auy cuntrey 
wher abbey lands be not taken away / (that is to ſay) for Italy / 
Spayn / Frannce/ Scotland / or any other place or cuntrey 
wher abbeys haue not been put doun / and ther lands takes | 
away / for that were a thyng not needfull. And as vayn a matter 
weer it to ſet it forth for Germany / or Denmark onn other 
place ar cuntrey wher the goſpel of Chriſt is taught aud receas | 
uid:for thepope noweth well enoghe that ther his labor ſhould 
be but ſpent in Layne / for that he is not ignorant they will not 
oben hym. being perſuadid by gods worde that he hath nothing 
to doe with them. Wherfor it remaineth that the ſayd bull is 
theefly ſer forth for reſtitution of the churche and abbey lands cf 
Englid, Wher though they be tate away / yet is ther ſome hope 
ofreſtitution/ wherunto the queen in her procedings / and Fek⸗ 
nam with his ballet of Caueat emptor-tate heed I ſay//and other 
ars in iher ſermons / and the Cardinall in his diſpeuſation

Moreouer yt is playn / by the popes bull that al / ofal ſo 
tes ſtand preſently / by vertew of the ſame bull / ercomunicat. 
well al ſuche / as haue any of the churche or abbey lands / as a 
al ſuche Princes / Buſhops / noble men / iuſtices ofthe pan 
and other in office / who haue nott / and doc not / forth wich zi 
theſame bull in execution. And what is the cauſe / that the By 
ſhops be bold to execute the popes lawes apon ſum of the clay 
who haue been burned in England / for refuſing to oben the p 
mee and theſame Buſhops dare not / as yet / attempt the lytexy 
niſchement / of lyke ſort dew to all ſuche as(aſter the popes tul 
ſet forth) refuſe to reſtore the churche and abbey lands which 
ought to be reſtorid by force of theſame lawes ! None other cav 
ſe treuly but that tye tyme preſent ſerneth not the buſhoes ſo wel 
for the one / as for the other / No mans ſo ignorant bur be 
knoweth right well / the deſier of the Buſhops is to haue abba 
lands reſtorid / and ther only ſtay is becauſe the tyme ſeruch 
them not.
